In certain sections of the county, 
calls for flour, miller from govern­ 
ment-owned wheat, are decreasing 
by reason of improved business con­ 
ditions. representatives stated, while 
in other sections calls for flour are 
increasing. 
District Wants Increase 
Members of the flour distribution 
committee from Biglerville, Littles­ 
town. Greenstone and McSherrys­ 
town reported calls for flour dim in­ 
ishing. while representatives from 
the New’ Oxford section said the 
need for flour there is mounting. 
I The Pigeon Hills section of Adams 
county is being taken care of by

committee, and 
most of its calls arc from that dis­ 
trict.

Detroit. Michigan. Sept. 3 (AP).—First honors in the Harmsworth 
trophy race rested with America today after Kaye Don, in his Miss 
England III, after leading for 28 of the 35 miles, lost the initial heat 
of the international speed Inuit event to Gar Wood. in Miss America 
IO, on Lake St. Claire. 
Racing under adverse conditions, with a choppy course, fanned 
by an off-shore wind, and rain following, during the last lap of the 
race, Wood averaged 78.188 statute miles an hour over the 35 nautical 
mile coarse, while Don came under the finish line with an average of 
71.265 miles an hour. 
The average was considerably under that of 
last year—89.913 miles an hour.

Curry's allies, said: 
"It is not fully decided yet w heth­ 
er Mayor W alker will run for re­ 
election this coming election.”

Saves Oklahoma’s 
Banks In Distress 


IS B a n k s In State Adopt Plan 
For Reopening Started 
Two Years Ago.

ratorium plan” has reopened failed 
state banks in Oklahoma and saved 
others from closing their doors. 
The plan, inaugurated almost: two 
years ago in the little town of R ing­ 
wood. Oklahoma, has met with “re­ 
markable success" in 18 banks 
in 


this state. W. J. Barnett, state bank 
commissioner 
said. 
Only two in ­ 
stitutions, both in small towns, have 
failed since Barnett became com ­ 
missioner last May. 
Commissioner 
Barnett 
was 
ap­ 
pointed by Governor W. H. (Alfalfa 
Bill) Murray with the understand­ 
ing he was to ftike the banking de­ 
partment “out of politics.” 
All Employes Ousted 
Af once Barnett 
demanded the 
resignation of every employe then 
connected

department, 
later re-em ploying a few of them. 
The legal departm ent was ordered 
to begin im m ediate prosecution of 
all bankers charged with law violo- 
tion and to open banks wherever 
possible 
under 
the 
“moratorium” 
plan. 
A failed bank reopening under the 
new plan draws a red line under 
each account balance and holds all 
above that line in a moratorium. It 
begins collection of loans, convert­ 
ing assets into cash for old depos­ 
itors. and begins business anew for 
new ones. 
Two sets of books are 
kept. 
Depositors’ Agreement Necessary 
The “m oratorium ” is used 
when 
there has been no law violation by 
the bankers; when IOO per cent of 
depositors sign an agreement not to 
withdraw funds until after the close 
of the second “crop period”; 
w hen 
stockholders pledge enough collat­ 
eral to guarantee payment of double 
liability in event the bank cannot 
remain open; 
and

A short time after the crash Mrs.
